On February 21, 1 33, in those stormy days, when National — Socialism 
was coming to power in Germany, I tried in a spe ch before the 
stucents of the Üniversity of Berlin, to outline the meaning o: this 
turning point of history, I was speaking — so I said then — in a place 
devoted. to the search for truth and spiritual liberty. With this I 
did not mean the liberal conception of truth and liberty, Ultimate 
truth is only to be found in God and the sea arch for it receives its 
real meaning only from this starting point. Today I resume the argu- 
ment I then pursued, when onee again I am permitted to stand on aca- 
demie soil in this medieval jewel — the town of St. Zlisabcth — and 
I adc. th»t,disputcd as the ideal of objective truth may be, thc obli- 
gation of subjective truth, of veracity, is demanded of us Germans 
if we do not wish to give up all claims to the most elementary 
foundations of human morality. This place ted to scienco, thcre- 
fore, seems to me especially approprtate giving an account of the 
truth before th German people, For th: voiccs of those eskin- 
should state my fundamental attitude tovards hao ings in Gormany 
and the condition of Germony are dailv growing more gent and numerous, 
Since, they say, by the removal of thc Veimar government in Pruse 
and by the concentration of Es national movement, I had taken such 
a decisive part in German political development, it was my duty to 
watch this development morc clo scly than any other German, 


It is not my intention to evade this duty. On thc contrary, my 
spiritual obligation to Adolf HITL7R and his work is so great, and so 
decply do I fcel connected with the renewal of Germany which has

This introduction was necessary in order to show the spirit in 
which I approach my task of rendering an unreserved account of the 
German situetion end Gernan ains, Now let me outline briefly the 
situation as I found it when fate made io comresponsible for the 
direction of Gerran destiny.

On March 17, 1923, at Breslau, I pointed out thet e kind of 
conservative-revolutionary movement developed in the years efter the 
war which differed from national socialism mainly in its b5actics. 
Since the German revolution fousnt against democratization and its 
fatal consequences, the now conservetisn logically refused eny further 
developuient of democratic methods (Demokretisierunz) end believed in 
the possibility of eliminating pluralistic forces from ebove. National 
Socialism, on the other hand, first followed the road of democracy to 
its end, only to be confronted then by the certainly not easy question 
of how the ideas of absolute sadership, complete authority, aristocratic 
selection end orgenic structure of tus nation could be realized. history 
hag justified the national socialist tacties snd this acknowledzenent

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I have pointed out already at Dortmund that modern technics require 
the formation of large economic areas and that Eurbpe, in view of the 
tremendous competition of the other continents, can only barely maintain 
her present standard of lifing, if overall European costs become somewhat 
lower.

end non-believers, touches upon the discussion of the conception of the 
state, a state must decide whether it will be religious or secular, 
Historical logic demands that the liberal, seculer state of 1789 should 
be followed by the religiously bascd state of the German counter-revolution, 
But one should not mistake the religious stato which is based upon an 
active belicf in cod for a secular state in which earthly values replace 
auch belicf and are viven religious honors.Here to seme words of the 
Fuehrer in "Mein Kampf" are also applicable, when he writes: "I do not 
hesitate to declare that I sec in those men who draw the national 
movement into the crisis of religious disputes worse ennemies of my people 
than in any internationally minded communist," Certainly, the outward 
respect for religious belief is en improvement compared to the disrespectful 
attitude produced by a degenerate mitionalism But we should not forget 
that real religion means to bo bound to God a d not to those substitutes 
such as have been introduced into the consciousness of nations especially 
by the materialistic conception of history of Karl Marx, If wide circlos of 
people, out of the very viewpoint of state totality and the complete :

There is much 
talk about the coming socialize tion. Have we lived through an entirnorxist 
revolution in order to cerry out the program of Marxism ? Because Marxism 
means every attempt to solve the social question by applying collectivism to 
property. Jill the German people beccme. any richer thereby, will its income 
increase, will anycna be better off then those at mast who scent booty in 
Such.a;robbery ? Certainly, there is a social problem, caused by economic and 
sociological developmentse But these oon be solved oniy if property is again 
placed under resonsibility, not by proclaiming as a prevailing principle 
‘collective irresponsibility." This latter therefore must also not be made 
the principle of a plenned economy which turns away moro 2nd more fron 
individual initiative end responsibility. For he who has not yet realized 
that every form of collectivism leads to ineradiceble corruption must haye 
gone through the world with closed eyes. 


No people can afford the permmenent revolt from below if it wants to 
endure in history, The movement must once come to a standstill, a solid 
structure must once bezin to arise, which is held together by an unprejudiced 
administration of justice end an uncontested governmental power, By constant 
dynamics nothing can be achieved, Germany Core not become a passage into the 
unknown of which no-one knows where it will Stop, History proceeds by itself, 
it is not necessary to push it constontly, If therefore a second wave of new 
life shoulc go throuzh the German revolution, then not as social revolution 
but as a creative completion of the work already boz;un. The statesman's task 
is the creation of forms, his only concer is the state end the people. The 
state is the only power end the lest suarentce of that right to which ever 
citizen is entitled, noioly absolute justice, The state therefore cannot at 
length tolerate duslism Upon the question whether a satisfactory solution 
of the dualism between party and state will be succes sfully found depends 
the success of the German rovclution and the future of our people, 
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The government is well informed on all the selfishness, lack 
of charactcr, want of truth, unchivalrous conduct and arrogance 
which would like to 8pread out under the cover of the German 
revolution, It is also aware that the rich store cf confidence 
bestowed upon it by the German people is threatened. If one wants 
close connection and association among the people, one must not 
underestimate their good Sense, must return their confidence and not 
try to hold them constantly in tutelage, The Germen people knows 
their situation is serious, they feel economic distress they 
recognize well the deficiencies of certain laws born from emergency, 
they are sensitive to force and injustice, they súile at clunsy 
attempts to deceive them by false optimism. No organization and no 
propaganda, aver so good, will in thc long run be able to preserve 
confidence I therefore looked at the wave of propaganda against 
theso walled "foolish critics" differently from many others. Not 
by provocation, especially of the youth, not by threats against 
helpless parts of the people, but only by confident discussion with 
the people can confidence and rcadinoss for cooperation be promoted, 
The people know thet heavy sacrifices are expected from them, They 
will bear thom and follow thc Fuehrer in unflinching loyalty, if 
they are allowsd to have thcir part in the planning and working, if 
not every word of criticism is taken for ill will and if despairing

patriots are not marked as enemies of the state, 


When the German submarine warfare struck England's vital nerve, 
the English press drew the attention of the English people to the full 
gravity of tho danger. The result was that the Englich rose like ono 
nen to the defense, Just in view of the spiritual and maturial 
boycott we have to face in the world this example shows how strongly 
the relation between l.ader and people must be based on confidence, 
when ultiaaate matters are at staka A people under tutclage has no 
confidence to give away. 


It is time now to draw together in brotherly love and respect 
of the fellow countryman, not to interfere with the work of serious 
men and to silence doctrinaire fenatics, The government warns those 
who do not want to see that the Germans oro ea poople in the midst of 
other European peoples, that the few inhcrited values we have pre- 
scrved must be kent together and that we cannot afford the wanton 
destruction of these values.
